HE ftefign of this little Tra& 
is, firjl to fhew the true Senfe 
and Meaning of the Scripture 
Expreffions, the Angel of the 
Lord, and the Angel of Jefkt 
Gbrifti and fecondly^ to animadvert' upfcn the 
Errors advanced, by the Author of a lata 
Tredtife* entitled* an EJfay ori Spirit* iff 
tonfequence of the wrong Senfe in which 
he t hath underftood thefej and fomeotftof; 
£afiages of Scripture. ^ 
. TheWord^^.is^ell;known,tofigaify 
in the original Senfe of it a Mejfenger of 
Minifter } qv in other Words, a Ptrfon $ m-i

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ployed in doing Mejfages or Offices, by \vajr 
of keeping up an Ihtercourfe or Gorrefpond- 
ence between Man and Mani Hence it is, 
that Angels in Scripture, have, in general, 
been underftood to mean a Rank bifpiritual 
created Beings of a Nature fuperior to Man* 
and inferior to the Deity : Beings, which 
wcr are given to underftand* are of two 
different Kinds, tho' at their firft Creation 
but of one only ; viz. of fuch as are Mini- 
fieri unto thofe, from amdng Mankind, wbo s 
tire Heirs of Salvation ; and of fueb 9 who* 
having left their firft Eftate y work in the 
Minds of the Difobedient T and are referved 
in Chains under Darknefs, unto> the Judg- 
ment of the great Day : Diftkigw&ed other-* 
wife by Angels of Light, and Angels of 
Darknefs ; Angels of God T and Angels of 
tfyCDevil. 

--This being, as it h prefomed, an k unex-* 
G&ptionable Definition of the Word Angel* 
I-fiiall now attempt to give the true Senfe 
ind Meaning of the ExpreiSon the Angel 
if the- Lord i and in order thereunto, t t 
fhall refer to thofe Texts of Scripture wlien* 
ft is made ufe of. .Now the two firft Ex* 
PfieffioftS of thk Kind, which we meet witl* 
nf the Bible* relate X&Hagar and Ifmael*

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#nd ftand recorded in the xvith and xxttt 

Chapters of Genefis \ where we ar$ giver} 

to underftand, that the Angel of the Lord, flth.fS 

or of Jehovah there fpokeji of, was none 

other than the -Lord> or Jehovah himfelf, 

that fpake to her, as appears from Verfe 1 3 j 

of the firft mentioned Chapter. 

The next Paflkge in which we meet with 
this Expreffion, is Gen, xxii, in the Rek- tujisz 
tion which is given of Abraham's offering 
lip his Son Jfaac} where the Angel qftbf 
Lord is faid to have called out of Heaveft % 
and put a Stop to the Execution of that un- 
natural Sacrifice. And again, upon that 
Patriarch's having offered up the Ram* 
which he fpund caught by the Horns in * 
Thicket, he is faid to have called a feccmd 
Time out of Heaven, and to have pro* 
liounced a Bleffing upon him, becaufc ho 
had not fpared his Son. Here alfo we are , 
given to underftand, from Abrahams hay- 
ing called the Name of the place in which - 
this Affair wafc tranfa&ed, Jebovab-jireb % 
that it was the Lord, or Jehovah himfelf^ 
that had an Jntercourfe with him : For 
thefe Words may .be more fitly rendered!, 
in the Mount mil the Lord be feen, or the 
itord; will fti 6r frovide> than is done u* 

B z the 
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Hie prefent Tranflation of the Bible, where 
it Hands, in the Mount of the Lord itfhall be. 
fien % becaufe there is no mention made in 
the Context, of any thing that fhoulct be 
feen there $ whereas, pn* the other hand, 
the whole Hiftory gives us plainly to under-, 
ftand, that Jehovah appeared at that time 
to Abraham by his Angel, and provided a 
Ram for him to offer up in Sacrifice infteadt 
of his Son ; and that from either one or 
both of thefe Occafions, the Mount hacl 
that Name given it. 

The ne&t Paflage in which we find this 

Wt. 3/.// Expreflion is Gen. xxxi. u, &c. where 
-Jacob fays that the Angel of God faid unto 
him in a Dream, i" am the God of Bethel, 
where thou anoint edjl the Pillar $ where thou 
vowed/l a Vow unto me, &c— Now if we 

bit. lo: confult Chap. Xxviii. 10, &c. we fhall find 
that it was Jehovah himfelf, the Lord God 
tif Abraham, and of Ifaac, that had a Con-; 
verfation with him at that Time. 

\ The next Paflage in which we meet with 

U.&Z. this Expreflion is Exod* iii. 2. where it is 
feid that the Angel of the Lord appeared 
unto Mofes in a Flame of Fire, out ' of the 
snidft of a Bufh, which was not confumed 
therewith. Now this Angel alfojs expreffly 
■ - . : faid 
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faid to be Jehovah himfelf, Verfe 4. as al& 
elfewhere in the Context. 

The next Paffage in which we meet with 
this Expreflion is Excd. xiv. 19. where it i$ Zx&d. , 
faid that the Angel of God, which went be- 
fore the Hoft of Ifrael in their Paflage 
through the Red Sea, removed and went 
behind them. Now this Angel alfo ap* 
pears from Chap. xiii. 21. to have been £xm/£ 
none other than Jehovah himfelf. 

There are fome other Paflages of Scrifr 
ture y in which this Expreffion occurs ; but 
as there is nothing in any of them that dif r 
agrees in any refpedt from thofe above-r 
mentioned, and as I fhall have occafion to 
take particular Notice of all of them in die 
Courfe of this Treatife, I fhall remark here 
from thofe above-mentioned, that tho' the 
Angel of the Lord is expreffly faid in " them 
to be the Lord himfelf, yet the Word Angel 
notwithstanding, plainly points out fome- 
what diftinft from the Lord r : which Ciri

For that the 
Word Angel, made ufe of upon the Occa-

are generally underftood to be meant by 
that Expreflion, is what I fliall demonftrate 
by and by. 

Now, in order to fet thefe Things in a 
true Light, it mull be obferved, that there 
js not any Kind of fpiritual Beings what- 
ever, * whether they be the Souls of Men at 
the Time of their animating their refpedtive 
Bodies, or after their having been feparated 
from them by /Death $ or good or bad An- 
gg/r, according to t^ie common Acceptation 
pf that Word, or even the Deity himfeLQ 
that can poflibly be feen by mortal Eyes y 
but in order to their giving vifible Tokens 
cf their being prefent with Mankind, it is 
Becefiary that they fhould clothe themfelveg 
yfiffx Matter of f<?me Kind or other.

they are faid to be made a Flame of Fire \y 
•the Dtvil feems to have made uffe of the 
Body of the Serpent when he tempted Eve* 
and a Body of fome other Kind when he 
tempted Jefus Chrift\ Saniuel took fome 
other Matter befides the Body which he 
had formerly animated, at that time rotten 
in the Grave, when by means of the Witch 
of Endor he was raifed up to Saul ? and 
as to Mankind, whilft alive here on Earth* 
it is obvious to common Senfe that we can 
Only fee thofe Bodies which are animated 
by different Perfons, and not the Men them- 
felves. From all which it feems plainly tor 
appear, that whatever Matter the Deity 
made ufe of at any time, < to give imme- 
diate Tokens of his Prefence with the Fa*

ftrongeft Terms poffible, fays* no Man hatb 
feen God at any time j the only begotten Son, 
which was in the Bofom of the Father , he 
hatb declared or manifefted him, John i. 1 8; 
The plain Meaning of which is^ that as 
God is invifible to mortal Eyes becaufe of 
his being a Spirit, no Method is capable of 
exhibiting him to our Senfes fo much, as 
his taking human Nature upon him and 
uniting it with the divine, as he actually 
did in "the Perfon of his moil dear and only 
begotten Son Jefus Chrijt : For in thofe 
other Inftances, of which I have been 
{peaking, the Deity only made ufe of Mat- 
ter occafionally, and for the prefent Timet 
without being united to, and remaining 
ever after with it, in that ineffable Manner 
as he did in the Perfon of our Saviour* 
Pence it alfo is, that the fame St. Job* 
Chap, ii, 1 1 * fays that upon Cbrijl's worjk-> 
ing tys firft Miracle at Cana in Galilee, he 
manifefted fbrthJiis Glory 5 which Glory 
he -gives us to underftand, Chap. xii. 41. 
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Was none other than that of the Lord of 
Jehovah, which Efaias is laid to have f?en, 
as recorded in his Prophecy, Chap. vi. i, &c. • 
as alfo that St. Paul fays, i TVar. iii. 16. 
that God was manifefted in the Flefli. Upon 
the whole, the Word Angel, made ufe of 
in the Exprefiion of the Angel of the Lord, 
is plainly put to fignify fomewhat that was 
viiible to mortal Eyes, and confcquently it 
cannot mean of itfelf, either the Deity or 
any created fpiritual Being of any Kind, 
becgufe oil Spirits are invifible ; and as nc^ 
thing but Matter can be feen by Man, there- 
fore that Word muft neceffarily. fignify, upon 
this Occafion, fome Kind of that Matter or

. Having thus cleared up the true Senfe of 
the Word Angel, contained in the Expref- 
fion of the Angel of the Lord, I (hall now 
proceed with fearching out how far theie 
Notions are reconcileable, not only with;

: <3£ the very feme Nature Is that, which 
is fc recorded of the Angel of the Lord that' 
wkhftood Balaam , in the Journfey which he 
took towards Balak King of Moab s Numbers 
xxiil 22 j which appeared to Gideon* and 
*put him topon.dclivering his Country out of 
the A Hands of the Midianiies ; which ap- 
p&fed to Mamab and his Wife, to acquaint 
them th^t a Chad fhould be bom of them, 
who fhould begin to fave Ifrael out of the • 
f&ikk of thfc Pbitiftines, namely Sampfin, 
judgfs xiiL 3, &c. In all which Paflages it 
is expreflly declared, as it was in thofe afore- 
mentioned, that it was the Lord* or Jehovah 
himfelf, that appeared by his Angel. 
< There are fome other Texts of Scripture 
feefides thefe, in which mention is made of 
the Angel of the Lord fimpfy, and without ' 
its being faid expreffly, that it was the Lord', 
alf which I fhall take particular Notice of 
alfo by and by.

The Meaning of all which Is evidently 
this, that the Lord ox Jehovah* the one great 
felf-exifting Being, whofe Godhead confifti 
of three Perjbns, having a mind to give 
Abraham vifible Tokens of his more im* 
mediate Prefcnce, and fuch fenfiblc Demon-* 
fixations of the Trinity in Unity \ as the Na* 
tore of the Thing would admit of in re~ 
fpeft of human Capacity, thought fit to 
make ufp of the Bodies of three Men< foe 
that Purpofe j which Bodies, hy regard of 
two of them, arc expreflly faid to be Angels \ 
and is a plain Implication that the other 
Perfon there-mentioned plight as properly 
have been ftyledfo alfo, if Occafion had 
p£fered to the Hiftorian to hav<? applied that 
PTerm to him s hecaufe as all three of thefc 
P t crfons arc faid tp be Jehovah,, as Well as 
three Men, Chap, xviih i ? %. as hath been

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The next Paflage which I ffiall fpeak to, 
is that where Jacob As recorded to have 
wrefltled with a certain Perfon, who is ftyled 
a Man, Gen. xxxii. 24.^ Now this Perfon 4*it-32..i 
appears to have been actually a Man alfo, 
bccaufe Jacob not only felt his Body in fe- 
veral Parts, in the Struggle ^hich they had 
between them, but becaufe he feems from 
Verfes25» 28. to have bten more than an 
equal Match, till by the Touch of his Thigh 
it was put out pf Joint-^-This Perfon not* 
withstanding is faid Verfe 30. to be Jehovah* 
or God himfelf ; and confequently the Body 
pf the Man which Jie made ufe of upon 
this Occafion, his AngeL 

The lajft Paflage which I (hall mention 
at prefent is Jofhua v. 13. where it is re- ids .13. 
corded, that upon the Ifraelites haying pafled

7. in the poetical 
Part of Scripture it is faid, that the Angel 
of the Lord encampeth about thejn that fear 
him, • and delivereth them. 

Then in regard of the fecond, we read 
Gen. xxiv. 7. that upon Abraham** fending 
his Steward to take a Wife for his Son 
Ifaac from among his own Relations, and 
obliging him by Oath to execute it, fome 
Scruples arofe in the Mind of that Servant f 
in regard of the Poffibility of affedting it. 
Now, in . order to remove all his Doubts 
relating thereto, his Matter allured him that 
the Lord God of Heaven would fend his 
Angel before him, in order to prepare the 
way for it But this Angel zKo, appears to be 
none other than the Lord God of Abraham* 
or Jehovah hitofelf, becaufe the Steward 
not only prays to him to profper his Under- 
taking, Verfe 12. but afcribes all his Sue- 
cefs to him after it had taken place, as 
appears from Verfe 52. 

Again, Jacob is faid, Gen. xlviii. 1 5, &c* 
to blefs his Son Jofepb in thefe Words, the K 
God before whom my Fathers Abraham and 
Ifaac did walk, the God* which bath fed, me 
all my Life long unto this Day> blefs thee. 

The 
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the Angel .which bMh dtltmred me from all 
EviU hieft tie Lads-, end. let #y Name he 
named on them, and, the Name of my Fathers* 
Abraham and Ifaac ; ! and let them gale it to 
a Multitude in the midjl of the Earth, But 
here alfo, it is plain from the whole Hiftory 
of Jacob* % Life, that it wuJhe Lard* or 
Jehovah himfelf, that w** the Angel there 
pointed ou$, as I have already made appear 
w fpcaking thereof. 

I (hall conclude this Head with explain- 
ing thofe remarkable Texts of Stricture, 
which* fyf that the Law of Mofe$y?z$ .re- 
ceived by the Difpofition of Angels* ; y th%t 
it wj[s ordained by Angels \n the Hand* of 
a Mediator f , .and that it ms the Word 
fpoken by Angekt.

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Tokens of God's more immediate Prefence 
continued to be made to the .Ifraeliti* to 
whom he wrote ; as if he had intended to 
give them to underftand, that whenever 
the God of their Fathers thought iit to ap- 
pear to them in former Times, he made 
.ufe of Matter to effect it, in like iftannet; 
as he did to them at that Time, by means 
of the Cloud which was vifible to them .by; 
JDay y and the Fire by Night ; which. *he 
ftyles fometimes the Lprd> and {bmetimes, 
the Angel of the Lord alfo : And the Pen* 
men oi f acred Writ after, his Days, conti- 
nued to make ufe of the fame Exprejfliqna 
promifcupufly* for the fame Reafpns. » ■ \\\

Words) who afted by a deputed Power 
ftpm the jirjl Caufe. 

In anfwer to which I (hall obferve, that 
whoever underftandts the Hebrew Language, 
fnuft: needs be fenfible that the Word or 
Title Jehovah, is by no means applicable to 
any other Being, except the one fupreme 
God j the Signification of that Word being, 
he who was, is, and is 4o come, or as Ijaiab * 
explains it, when he introduceth the Lord 
the king of Ijraeli and his Redeemer the 
Lord of Ho/is, faying, Chap. xtiv. 6. / am 
ihfc fitjl, and I am the lajk> and befides me 
fSiere ts no God. < 

* *There are more Jebwabs than one, in* 
Heed, fpbken hf in tome other Paflages , of 
Scripture, as he remarks, particularly Gen. 
iviii, xix. but then, as I have already ob- 
ferved in treating of the Relation fet forth 
in thofc Chapters, tEere doth not appear to

made between the Efence % Nature^ of i^tf* 
///y, in refpedt of the three Perfons that art 
there ftylcd Jehovah ; for tho' the Author of x 
the EJfay pretends that one afted under the 
Influence of the other, in regard of tha| 
Circumftance, when it is faid that the Lgr4 
or Jehovah rained upon Sodom, and upon 
Gomorrah, Brimftone and Fire, from the 
Lord out of Heaven > yet it appears from 
thefe, three Perfons being ftyled by that in* 
communicable Name of the one Jupreme. 
Being, that they only a€ted in Concert with 
each other, and not in a State of Subordi- 
nation. From whence it appears, that this 
Paffage can be in nowife cleared up, but by 
the Dcwftrine of the Trinity in Unity ; .4 
Doctrine, which I fliall now attempt to 
{hew, was the great and fundamental Truth 
advanced by Mofes in all his Writings. 

In order hereunto, I (hall obferve, that 
the very firft Words of that moil ancient of 
Writers very firft Bode (the Book in which 
the Paffage above-mentioned ftands record- 
ed) run thus : In the Beginning God created 
the Heavens^ and the Earth.— Now the He- 
brew Word Elobim, Which ip . this Text is 
tranflated God, fignifies originally a Throne 
or Judgment- Seat, upon which more Per- 
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fons than one fit, and prefide as fupremei 
land confcquently when that Word is ap- 
plied to God, (for it is fometimes applied to 
Man) it evidently points out a Plurality of 
Perfons fubfiftirig in the Godhead. Hence 
k is, that tho' it is faid in the Text juft 
quoted, that it was Ekhim that made the 
Heavens, and the Earth, yet the next Verfc 
gives us to underftand from the Expreflion, 
when it is faid that the Spirit of God moyed 
upon the Face of the Waters, that Ruab or 
the Spirit^ co-operated with him in bring- 
ing it about ; the Word which is tranflated 
moved, fignifying fo much in the Original*, 
and at the fame time it is alfo faid, Chap. 
ii. 4. that it was Jehovah that made the 
Earth, and the Heavens, — This being the 
Cafe, I may fairly afk, whether any Writer 
of common Senfe, much lefs an infpired 
Author, would have been guilty of Incon- 
fiftences fo notorious at his firft fetting out, 
fuppofing that thefe Expreffions contain In- 
confidences I or otherwife, how it is pof- 
fible to clear the Thing up any otherwife, 
than by fuppofing him to mean that thefe 
three Perfons (or if that Expreflion doth 
not pleafe the Reader, call them by any 
- « . • . other) 
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* 'I 

other) who are reprefented n to -be tbrfevb \ 

fonif Refpeds, are but one in others ? 

And that this was adtuaUy the Senfe in 
which Mqfes intended thefe Things ihould 
be taken, appears from the remaining Part 
of that Relation, Gen. i. 26. where the 
Deity is introduced as faying, let US make 
Man ; an Expreflion that is made ufe of in 
the following Part of the fame Hijlory ; for 
Chap. iii. 22. it is recorded, that the Lord 
God faid, behold, Man is become as one of 
US ; and again, xL 6, 7, 8. and the Lord 
or Jehovah faid, go to, let US go down, &c. 
notwithftanding all which, the fame Mofes 
declares expreffly the Unity of the Godhead^ 
when he tells the Israelites in a very folemn 
Manner, the Lord our God y is One Lord, 
Deut. vi. 4. and the Words of the Second 
Commandment alfo are, as fpoken by Je- 
hovah himfelf, thou (halt have no .other 
Gods before me, Exod. xx. 2. From 
whence we learn plainly, that though two 
Jebovahs are fpoken of in the Paflage, of 
which I have been treating, or rather, that 
tho' three dijlinEt Perfons are ftyled Jqhovab, 
yet it plainly appears from Mofes himfelf, 
fuppofing him to be confident, that there 
are not three Jebovahs, but one Jehovah. 

Thefo 
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Thcfc Remarks plainly account for the 
mention that is tfiade of there being two 
Jebovahs in other Paffages of the Old Te- 
fiament $ in like manner as we find in the 
Ne4b, (hat the Father and the Son are often 
mentioned as diftihdi Perfons, tho* the fame 
Attributes are afcribed to each of them 
ipart, as are not communicable to any but 
the Deity only j and accordingly they are 
declared to be one alfo, John x. 30. and 
thefe Circumftances, of which I have been 
ipeaking, relate not only to the Father and 
the Sen, but to the Holy Gbojl ^Ifo, as is 
but too well known to need enlarging upon 
here.-— So that the Dodrine of the trinity 
in Unity is fo far from having been a navel 
Opinion, invented by the Chrifiian Church, 
that it was the fundamental Article of Faith, 
revealed as early as the Creation of the 
World, and handed down as fuch from one 
to another, through the different Ages and 
Conftitutions of the Church ; and confe- 
quently, it is fo far from being a Dck> 
trine of little Importance, and unnecejjary to 
Salvation* that it is the ejfentid Part of 
Religion, and the great Criterion of the 
true Church of God $ becaufe as all Men 
cpmmit Sin, and it is not confiftent with

the Juftice of an infinite God * Up pardon 
their Offences without an* adequate . Jteow. 
merit made for them; So no. AtofiemeAt§m 
be adequate, but what is in its Naftuierf flh 
finite, as well as perfeft. 

Having .hinted above* that the. Word 
Elobim is fometimes applied to Man, at 
well as God, I fhall here, give an Inftance 
thereof as follows, in order the better to 

« 

illuftrate my Spbjedt. Now, «s that Wor4 
originally figniiies fome certain Per&fcsveA 
ted with Authority, as I have already ,0b- 
ferved ; fo it is very fitly applied to Go4-i$ 
being the Fountain of all Power* and to 
fivereign Princes, as being appointed by 
him over their refpefiive Communities for 
their good, as is fct forth, Rom. xiii. i 9 £§c. 
and it is accordingly made ufe of in both 
tfieie Senfes in the lxxxii 4 Pfahs, where 
it is faid, Verfe 1 . God, oc Ehbim, fiandeth 
in the Congregation of Princes ; he* is a 
Judge among Godi, or Elohim. Here it 
will be found j tf dua Attention be but given 
to the whole Contents of this PJalm, {hat 
jhe Princes there fpoken of beiong to one 
and the fame civil ^i^ernment, -ftyled iir 
this Paffage the Earth, Verfes 5, 8. at a 
time when they would have been affembled

together in Court^ in order to difcharge 
the Furtdtions of their Office, upon fome 
Occafions relating to the State. .Hence it 
k that they are fly led the Foundations of the 
Earth, Verfe 5. and the Pillars of it, Pfalm 
fxxy* 3. and are pointed . ojit, Verfe 7. as 
having fome Princes of an inferior Rank

We nfey however, a* the Author goes 
on, eafily fuppofe that God can communr- 
pate to the Works of his Hands, fuch Pbr- 
tions of his own Attributeis as are greitfy 
beyond the Comprehension of Mankind to 
conceive ; becaufe God can do every tiling 
that does, not imply a Cofttradi&ion. Fcfr 
»s va blin4 Maa cannot apprehend how a 
fihepherd,. fvm tfes Ttifctf an HUJ> -fan 

8 prefide 
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prefide over feveral Flocks of Sheep, wan* 
dering about at a Diftance from each Other > 
how he knows when they ftray, or how, 
by the Help of his Eye-fight, he can be, as 
k were, omniprefent : So a Man of the 
greatcft Abilities may, for want of Faculties, 
be unable to conceive that Power, whereby 
a created intelligent Agent, of fuperior Quar 
lifications to thoie communicated to Man-: 
kind, can be enabled to fee in Darknefs as 
well as Light ; to* know the inmoft Receffes 
?md Thoughts of Mens Hearts 5 to , prefide 
at once over fuch a World as this which we 
inhabits and where two or three are ga- 
thered together, there to be alfo invifiblc 
in' the midft of them : And yet fuch a 
Power may certainly bp communicated, be- 
taufe it implies no Contradiction.

Again, Pages 32, 33, and 34. he argues 
as well froip the Notions of ike Heathens* 
as from a Paflage in the Song of Mqfes, 
JDeut. xxxii. 8, o, froni the Sentiments of 
the modern Jews, as well as thofe more an- 
cient*, and from a Paflage or two in the 
Primitive Fathers of the Chrijlian Church 5 
that almighty Gid placed Angels, or created 
fpiritual JBeings, as Guardians, or governing 
Spirits, over the feveral Nations upon Earth ; 
and that the Portion of Ifrael was peculiarly 
committed to the Care of a Being, which 
he concludes, from divers laboured Argu- - 
ments, was none other than a fecond Jeho- 
vah, inferior to theory? $ Michael the Arch- 
angel, and a fecond, or fecondary God : AH 
which long breathed and fine fpun Argu- 
ments, are evidently defigned to demon- 
strate, that the Logos, the Word of God and 
the fecond Perfon of the moil Holy Trinity, 
who became incarnate in the Perfon of 



TJefittGbriJl, Was a Being fubofdiriate to th£ 
j?aiber> ^he one fupreme felf-exifting God< 
■'■ Such is the* £>rift of this Authors Rea- 
fohings, but they are all very fully s as welt 
"as very eafily anfwered, by only oftferving- 
from St. Paul* that Chriji was that Being 
who had die taore immediate Care of the 
Ijraelitijh Nation, in regard of theif De- 
Itvetancd out of Egyptian Bondage,' and

becaufe 
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bccaufe it is formed upon his own Principles, 
However, it may not be improper to ex- 
amine particularly the Infinuations which he 
hath given in his Ejfay, to fupport a Doc- 
trine quite contrary thereto, contained in 
thofePaflages which I have been juft quoting 
from him. 

( Now, as to the firft of thefe Infinuations* 
f c . that becaufe tfyere are other Beings which 
<f exift befides the Jirfi Caufe $ and becaufe 
f< the Son, in the Do&rine of the Trinity 
*■* in Unity, is faid to have been begotten of 
the Father, therefore he muft be ay£- 
condary God:" It may be replied, that 
the Word -begotten, when it relates to the 
Godhead, mtfft not be taken juft in the very 
fame Senfe, as when it is applied to Man- 
kind; for, ps one of the incommunicable 
Attributes of God is, that he is incompre* 
benjible, fo the Terms made ufe of in facred 
Writ, to give Mankind as great an Idea of 
the Myfteries relating to himfelf, from Ob- 
jects as fuitable to our Senfes and Under- 
itanding6 as the Nature of the Thing will 
admit of, cannot be adequate to that Pur* 
pofe, and confequently muft not be adhered 
to in too ftri& a Senfe $ and therefore, when 
we read of the only begotten Sot% "which is in

the Bofom of the Father, the Meaning of it ; 
is, that as there is die mod intimate Rela- 
tion between a Father here on Earth, and* 
an only and mo/i dearly befaoed Son, that 
.there can poffibly be between . two. Perfons - 
who are not one Flejh, fo the Father and the 
Son, tho' they are two diftindt Perfons of 
the Deity, are notwithftanding \% EJfence^ 
Subftance, and other RefpeBs^ but one Being. ' 
But here I would not by any means be* ' 
understood, as if this Metaphor is fully ex- * 
prefftve of this Matter, there not being any ' 
one that is poffible to be made ufe of ade- 
quate for that Purpofe, as I have juft been 
obferving ; and therefore, in order to make 
good that Defeat, there are other Expref- * 
lien* made ufe of in different Pkrts of Scrip- 
ture, and on different Occafions; ail which 
behrg put together, clear up the Thing as 
much as human. Capacities can attain unto, > 

*Tq. give an Inftasace in this refpe<ft, the 
Auth$r of the Epiftie to the .Hebrews* s iiL* 
order to give us an Idea of the F^ence and ' 
Nature of the Son of* God, ipeaks of bin* - 
thus,, who being the Brigbtaufk ~ of Ga£t . 
Ghry % adds immediately, in bnfct to pre* 
vent any wrong Conc}u&»$ j hefeg drawn ? 
from thence,, ^2^/ the exprefi Bnagt qfi his/

-Per/ha, Heb. i. 3. fo that this lad irien- 
tioned Expreffion, ought not to be fnadd 
fubfervient to form any wrong Notions 
Upon, as the Author of the Effay a&uall'y 
doth make it, particularly Pages 90, 91. 
any more than the former, or than the 
Expreffion begotten, or than any other par- 
ticular Expreflion befides, without having 
u due Regard to thofe others contained in 
the Word of GW, which relate thereunto 
likewifc* 

Again, as to his Argument deduced from 
hence, fC that GWcan do every thing that 
* € doth not itoply a Cpnttadl&ion," that 
Maxim is not rightly ftated'j for he ought 
to have faid, that God can do every thing 
that is not either contrary to his own Na- 
ture, or to the' Nature of Things r From 
Whence it will be found upon due Reflec- 
tion, that it : is contrary to both thefe Natures 
juft-mentioned, as weH as to Revelatiw* 
for God to communicate his Attributes, par- 
ticularly the Knowledge of the inmoft Re^ 
ceffes of the Heart; the being prefent m 
more Places than one at the very fame time * 
and the Power of Creation, to any Creature 
whatever* 

G 2 And 
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And here I ftiall fet him right in regard 
of another Miftake alfo, when he fays, 
Page 30. " that we ought to take Notice, 
<c that in the Language of the Scriptures, 
" both in the Old and New Teftament, 
when the Creation is fpoken of, it is 
only to be confidered as referring to the 
<c Creation of this World, of which there 
" is no mention made of the Creation of 
" Angels, or of any other Being, becaufe 
" it would have been foreign to the Pur- 
" pofe."— For it is expreflly faid, Colojf.u 
1 5, &c. that all things were created, which 
are in Heaven, and which are. in Earthy 
SThings vifible and invifible $ whether they be 
Thrones, or Dominions, or Principalities, or 
Towers : all things were not only created by 
jfefus Chrijl 4 but for him too. From whence 
it is plain, that all the Angelic Hoft of fpi- 
xitual Beings, let their Ranks or Stations be 
what they will, are laid in this Paflage to 
have hcen created, and that by the Son of 
God, who exifted before any Creature what* 
foever, who is accordingly there ftyled the 
Firfirborn of every Creature ; an Expreflion 
which is not put to fignify that he ever 
had a Beginning, but on the contrary, that 

he 
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he was before the Beginning of any Thing; 
i. e. from all Eternity. 

Accordingly, it is becaufe he was their 
Creator,- that all the Angels of God are com- 
manded to worfhip the Son, even in refpeft 
of his human Nature, Heb. i. 6. Creation 
being the Foundation of Dominion ; as JD0- 
minion (according to the Author of the 
Eflay, in a Paflage which he quotes from 
Sir Ifaac Newton, Page 101.) is the Foun- 
dation of Afts of divine Worjhip. But 
then, the Doftrine, that any one Creature 
fhould have Power given him of creating 
any other Creatures, which the faid Author 
endeavours to inculcate elfewhere, as I have 
already obferved, is monjirous and abfurd, 
to fay no worfe of it. 

As for the Notions of the Heathens, in 
regard of there being fecondary , Gods, in* 
ferior to the one Supreme, I fhall pafs that 
over as not defcrving any Reply ; and as to 
the Notions of the Jews, and Primitive 
Fathers of the Chrijtian Church, he him- 
felf gives us to underftand, that they don't 
carry any Weight with them tipon ' the 
Whole, tho* he feems notwithftanding to 
make all the ufe of them he can to fupport 
his Arguments every where. I ihall there- 
fore 
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fore proceed to confider die Expknatidff 
that he hath given of the Paflage, which 
he quote* out of the Song of Mofes, Deut* 
xxxil 8, 9. the -Words of which> in the 
Bible commonly made ufe of, are thefe 
according to him, a/k thy Father, and he 
willjhew thee ; thy Elders 9 and they wiU tell 
thee : when the Mojl High divided' the Na* 
(ions, when he fepdraied the Sons of Adam, 
hefet the Bounds of tht Nations according tv 
the Number of ihe Children* of Ifrheh, and 
Jehovalfs Portion "is his People: yacoh is 
the Lot of his Inheritance. ■ : 

The Meaning of which is this; that upon 
the Difperfion of all the Inhabitants of the 
Earthy ttpon the -Confufion of Languages 
at Babel % they were* divided ihto twelve 
Communities, by each Perfon's aflbciating 
himfdf with thofe who ipokc the fame 
Language : But as all thefe 'People had 
. embarked in .one and the fame impioui 
Defign againft the Honour of God, he did 
hot think fit t<? jnake choice of either of thefe 
Communities for his peculiar Peoplfe, but 
fuffered them to be governed by their refpec* 
tive Leaders , as Monarchs over them ; yet in 
Procefs of Time, he commanded Abraham 
to throw off the idolatrous Religion in which 

1 he 
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(Be had been educated, and which at that 
time univerfally prevailed, «and to feparate 
himfelf from the Cohimtinity to which he, 
belonged, in order to worfhip the true God 
only j and in coniequence of his Obe- 
dience, adopted that Patriarch's Family, 
which was divided into twelve Tribes alfo, 
for his favourite Nation, and becaipe their 

JGfogv : 

Thia is a fair Interpretation of this I^afr 
fageof faeredWrit, according to the Copy 
in common U& ; and if the Senfe of it be 
given after the Septuagint, we {hall find it 
to be of one and the fame Import : For 
when, it is - {aid therein, that he fet the Bounds 
of the Nations according to the Angels of 
God r and the Lordfs Portion is his People 
Jacob, the Lot of his Inheritance IJrael: 
the Angels of God there-mentioned appear 
from the Context to be none other than 
the Heads of the twelve Triiesy of the Por- 
t ion zxvi Inheritance there-mentioned, agree- 
able to; the; original Meaning of the Word 
Angtly which, as I have already observed, 
fignifies a Mini/ler y in like manner as the 
Heads of Nations are ftyled the fame elfe* 
wherq:m Scripture, as being GW's Vice- 
gerenti* and which appear always td bp Men, 

and 
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and not fpiritual created Beings^ agreeably© 
to that Paffage of the wife Son of Sirach, 
which the Author of the EfTay quotes, and 
which fays* for in the Divifion of the Na- 
tions of the whole Earth, Godfet a Ruler, 
and not a governing fpiritual Being as he 
would have it, over every People ; but Ifrael 
is the Lord's Portion. 

So that the plain Senfe of the Text is 
this, that when Mankind came to be di- 
vided into diftind Communities after the 
' Deluge, the Monarchial Form of Govern-* 
raent prevailed in refpe&.of every one of 
them j ;but that when God himftlf came to 
form the Confutation, of his peculiar. Peo« 
pie, he eftabliftied a theocracy ove* them; 
and that this Aj/^mentipned Kind of Go* 
vernjnent is as much to be preferred to 
the former, as a Being infinite in all Per-* 
feSlions is fuperior tq one that is finite and 

imperfeft in every refpeft, ' 

. I thihk that I might now fairly conclude 
this Subjedt alfo, with obferving that Mi- 
chael is faid in Scripture to . be an Arch- 
angel only, and Gdfiriel . an Angel of the 
Lord; and confequedtly that there! is not 
the leaft Authority from facred Writ, for 
thinking that the Son ofGod* the Second 

Perfon 
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Perfon of the moft Holy Trinity, was pointed 
out by the former, and the Holy Ghojl, the 
Third Perfon thereof, by the latter. But 
as the Author of the Eflay feems to lay a 
great Strefs upon a PafTage in Daniel, where 
mention is made of Michael the chief Prince* 
ftyled alfo your Prince, that is, Prince of 
the Jewijh Nation ; and of the Prince of 
Perfiay as alfo of the Prince of Grecia % 
Chap, x, 13, 20, 21. taking it for granted, 
that they all point out created Jpiritual Be- 
ings, fet as Guardians, or governing Angels, 
over the Realms of Judea, Perfia, and 
Greece by God, each in his refpedtive Poft, 
and waging War againft one another. I 
fhall endeavour to demonftrate from parallel 
Places in Scripture, that all his' Notions in 
that refpedt alfo are founded on Miftake, 
and prove that the Apparition which came 
and converfed with Daniel was Jehovah, 
who afterwards became incarnate in the 
Perfon of Jefus Chrijl ; that Michael is put 
there to point out Jofhua the Son of Joza- 
dak, the High Priejl of the Jews at the 
Time of this Vifion 5 the Prince of Perfia x 
the chief 'of the idolatrous Priejls belonging 
to that Empire $ and the Prince of Grecta, 
the chief of the idolatrous Priejts, which 

H WM 
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was to arife at a certain Time under the 
Grecian Empire ; and that it points out 
alfo, that as Michael would ftruggle greatly 
to promote the Decrees and Defigns of Je- 
hovah, fo the Chief Priefi of Perfia would 
ftrive \Vith all his Might t<J obftrud it, and 
but too fuccfefsfully for fonte tiitte, fupported 
therein by the Devil, -' the Objedl of his 
Worihip. 

Now,, that the Fcrfon which appeared 
to Daniel was Jehovah, is learnt from thofe 
Aflts of Adoration which he p&id him ; 
being fuch as other holy Mtn are iaid elfe- 
frhere in f acred Writ to haVe always paid 
fo the Deity j but fuch alio, as Daniel 
omitted to pay to the Angel dahriel in the 
preceding Chapter. And that he was not 
only Jehovah but Chrijl, is likewife learnt 
by comparing the Defcription given of this 
Apparition here, as alfp that of the Ancient 
qf r Days, contained . in the viith Chapter, 
with that of the Angel of Jefus 'which was 
feen by . St. Jobn } Rev. i. \ For by fuch a 
Comparifon it will be found, that the Per- 
ion feen at thofe different Periods was but 
one and the fame ; and it will appear at 
the fame time, that he ftyles hknfelf by 
the incommunicable Name atoreftid, the 

Lord 
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Lord which is> which was, and which is to 
come, the Almighty. 

That Michael is put to point out Jo/kua 
the High Prieft of the Jews, is made 
out thus ; the Paffages of Scripture in 
which exprefs mention is made of that- 
Arch-angel, $re only four, viz. the xth 
Chapter of Daniel above-mentioned ; the 
Jl^th Chapter of the fame Book $ the Epiftle 
p£ St. yptdti and the xiith Chapter of the 
RevtfflttQns i but then, St. Jude plainly 
points out, that tjie iii d Chapter of Zecha- 
riah relates to the very farrie Events, as the 
xth Chapter of Daniel ic that refpeft alfo. 

In the xth Chapter of .Daniel, we read 
of a greaf Contention between tfre Appari- 
(ion above fpofcen of, and (hewn to be Je- 
hovah > having Michael the Prince, pf . the 
Jews to hold with him, and the Princt of 
Perfia, in regard of the Subje<3>matter of 
DaniePs Petitions, which he had been very 
earnestly and devoutly putting up to God, 
for the Spatce of three Weeks. 

In the Epiftle of St. Jude, we read that 

Michael the Arch-angel* when contending 

-with the Devil he difputed about the Body 

of Mofes 9 \durft not bring againft him & 

. Hz railing

Vailing Accufation, but faid, the Lord re* 
buke thee. 

In the iii d Chapter of Zechariah, there 
is the Relation of a Vifion which was made 
to that Prophet, in thefe Words, viz. <c he 
cc fhewed me Jojhua the High Priejl, ftand- 
c< ing before the Angel of the Lord, and 
" Satan (landing at his Right-hand to re- 
<c lift him. And the Lord faid unto SatJh» 
" the Lord rebuke thee, O Satan, even. 
*' the LordxhsX hath chofen Jerufalem, re- 
" buke thee : Is not this a Brand pluck'd 
"•out of the Fire? 79 

Now, as the Text of St. Jude plainly 
alludes to the Vifion related in the xth 
Chapter bf Daniel, fo it doth the fame no 
lefs to that of Zecbaridh jufttjuoted ; from 
whence we are given to underftand, that 
nil three of thefe Paflages have a ftridt Con- 
nexion between each other, and point out 
the very fame Events 3 efpecially as there 
are no other Paflages in facred Writ that 
St. Jude can poflibly refer to, if it be not 
to thefe j and we fhall be the more fully 
convinced that he actually doth refer to 
thefe, if the Emblems, and figurative JEx- 
prejjions that occur in this refpeft, and that 
are fo generally made ufe of in all the reft 

of

of the Prophetic Writings, arc but ex- 
plained ; which I (hall now attempt. 

In order to do this it muft be obferved, 
that a Prince is often put in prophane, as 
well as the 7 acred Writings, to mean a Chief 
Prieji as well as a Lay nobleman ; a thing 
too notorious to need any more, Words, 
efpecially as the Chief Priefts of all Nations, 
/k$ well as of all Religions, bear at this Day 
tKfe Rank of Princes. Certain it is how- 
ever, that Aaron the firft High Prieji of 
the Jews, was joined in Commiffion wijh 
Mofes *ky God himfelf, as the Chiefs of the 
Ifraelittjh Nation; and therefore it is no 
wonder that Jojhua the Chief Prieji of the 
Jews, at the Time of both thofe Vifions * f 
fhould be poknA out by Michael, and faid 
to be the Princt of that Nation. And if 
Michael points out the Chief Prieji of the 
Jews, by the very fame Rule the Prince 
of Perfia muft point out the Chief Prieji 
belonging to that Empire, who was Cotem- 
porary with Jojhua, and had Difputes with 
him : And the Prince of Grecia alfo, a 
Chief Prieji, which was one Day to arife 
under, and belong to the laft-mentioned 
Empire likewife. 

As 

• Compare Ezra ii. 2. iii. 2. with Chap. v. z. 
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As for the Angel of the Lord, in whof? 
Prefence Zechdriah fays this Difpute hap- 
pened, he tells us that it was none other 
&an Jehovah himfelf* which is a farther 
Proof of what I have been faying above, 
in regard of the Apparition, in that re*- 
'fpe£t * and by Satan's being faid to a& fp 
ftrenupufly againft Jojhua, and Jehovah's 
rebuking him for it, we are given to uny^ 
derftaijd, that the Chief Priejl belonging lj 
* tQ the Perfian Empire, was aflifted by th? 
Devil with all his Power ; whilft Jojhua, 
by the Interposition of Jehovah, got the 
i bftter of them, jand jcarried his Point. 
This Difpute, Zechariah hints, was about 
yentfalept, which Jebqvab had chofen, and 
which was at that time y^ Brand pluckt 
out of the Fire : Figurative Expreflions 
which may be explained from that Paflage 
in St. Jude, whep he fe$£, that the Con- 
tention between Michael and the J)evt% 
was about the Body of Mofes ; for as the 
Body of Chrift is faid to be the Church of 
k ■ Qhrijly fo the Body of Mofes pan he put to 
F fignify nothing in that Paflage butthp 
Church founded by Mofes $ th^ natural 
Body of that Prophet haying been buried 

2 fry 
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by God himfelf fo fecretly^ as that his Se- 
pulchre was never difcovered *. 

Now Mofes confined the public Worflrip 
of almighty God to the temple at Jerufalem, 
the only City which he had chofen wherein 
to put his Name ; the City and the Temple 
'of Jerufalem had been burnt with Fire by 
Nebucbadntzzar> about feventy-two Years 
before Daniel faw the Vifion here treated 
df : Cyrus had put an End to the Captivity 
of Hie Jews, which Providence had de- 
creed before fhould laft feventy Years, and 
comiiianded the Temple of Jefuralem to be 
Rebuilt, about two Years before, probably 
by the Ihtereft of that Prophet, who was 
vefted with one of the higheft Employ- 
ments in the State under him- *f -, but by 
the Abfence of that great Prince froni 
Court, which lafted all his Life-time, by 
reafon of the Wars in which he was en- 
gaged, the Enemies of the Jews "had In- 
fluence enough to difpehfe with that Royal 
Decree J, which, according to the Laws of 
the Medes and Perfians, could not be re- 
verfed, and put a Stop to the Bufldihg afore- 
faid. This Circumftance Daniel is given 
to underftanfd Would not be remedied during 
* his

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his Life-time *, notwithftanding that Jeho- 
vah, as well as JoJhua> had it very much 
at Heart ; as alfo that a Misfortune as bad 
or worfe would befal this fame Church 
under the Grecian Empire (which he had 
been given to underftand before was to 
arife) occafioned by the Wiles and In- 
fluence of the Chief Prieft> which would 
belong thereto at that time. 

Accordingly we have no farther Account 
given us of Daniel after the third Year of 
Cyrus, the Date of the Vifion aforefaid ; 
upon the Death of that Prince, and the 
Acceffion of his Son Cambyfes, named Ar- 
taxerxes in' facred Writ, to the Throne, 
the Jews attempted to go forward with the 
Building of the Temple again, but were 
prevented once more from doing it, by the 
.great Influence of their Enemies at Court -(-$ 
at laft, upon the Aceeflion of Darius Hy- 
Jtafpes, called alfo Ahajhuerus in Scripture, 
to the Crown, they re-aflumed it again upon 
the Aflurances which Zorobabel the Go- 
yernor, and Jojhua the High Priejl, had 
given them by the Prophets Haggai and 
Zechariah, that it fliould not be put a Stop 
to any more ; which happened accordingly,

which would be put an End to, by the 
Introduction of the Jfingdom of God intQ 
the Worjd, by means wherpof k final En4 
. would be put to any thing of tjie lifce Na- 
ture happening any more : The firft of 
which, Perfections having been revealed at 
large to Daniel in his Vifion, contained iij 
his viiith Chapter, arid a Hint only givep of 
the laft -, that laft is very fully treated of in 
thefe Chapters, and the firft pafled oyer but 
ilightly,

Accordingly it muft be noted here, that ' 
the Prophecy relating to the Reign of An- 
tiochus aforefeid ends with the I oth Verfe 
of the xith Chapter of Daniel; that the 
2pth Verfe ^elates to Antiochus Eupator his 
Son, who fucceeded him, $nd after a fhort 
Reign of little more than a Yean was dp* " 
throned and ppt to Death py nis Uncle 
Demetrius, having been tr^itproufly put into' 
his Power* ; and that the 21ft Verfe, and

Having fet Thing? in this View, let \xi 
jiow fpeak of Michael in the Light in which 
St. John puts hkn y and in order to do this, 
it is neceffary tp confider the Emblems and 
figurative Exprejfions which he makes uie 
pf, together with the Explanation which 
Jie himfelf gives of them.

bijhop, who was to arife in the pure Church 
of Chrift in fome future Age. 

Agreeably hereto, Jehovah gives Daniel 
to underftaiid, Chapter x. i, 14. that the 
Time appointed for the Accomplifhment of 
his Vifion was long, as to the firft Period 
of it ; and that it would not take place in 
all rdpefts till the latter Days, or the laft 
Age of the Church of God. And Zechariah 
alfo intimates, that his Prophecy recorded 
in Chapter iii. did not only relate to Jojhua 
the High Priejl, of whom he fpeaks in the 
Beginning of his Vifipn, but to. another 
Jofhua and his Fellows $ anfwering to Jfcf/- 
chael and his Angels, mentioned by St. John, 
who were to ma!ke their Appearance in th« 
Days of the Mefftab (whom he ftyles the 
Branch, as Ifaiah had done before him) 
and at die Time when he would remove 
the' Iniquity of that Land, which would bcr 
made the Inftrument of introducing his 
Kingdom ftito the World j when all Man-:

peaceful Situation j-Za#. iii. 8, &c. 

Thfe Author of the Treatife quotes an^
